Labor Situation for Crop Marveling 
Looks Better With Long-Range 
, 


Page Mr. Anthony. 


A letter received by Anthony: 
“I am the mother of four chil­ 
dren. 
My husband w’ants another 
one, but I have heard th at every 
fifth child born in the world is Chi­ 
nese. Shall I take th at chance?” 


W ith a record cotton crop already 
planted and up in the Rio Grands 
Valley and with growers in 
both 
~cti*h and W’est Texas scheduling 
Mp. in c a s e s , pressure on the avail­ 
able labor supply will doubtless be 
as heavy as it was during the years 
of war. 
So states the Jones Countv agri­ 
cultural agent, who has received 
information that from IO to 15 per 
cent more Latin American work­ 
ers and a few more Negro workers 
will be -following the cotton crops 
this year than in previous years. 
Valley farmers have taken out 
permits for planting 480,167 acres 
of cotton, compared with 
290,000 
acres planted last year; Gulf Coast 
farmers have planted about 20 per 
cent more; and, always depending 
on moisture conditions, West Tex­ 
as growers are exDected to increase 
their acreage considerably. For the 
state as a whole, the U. S. D epart­ 
ment of Agriculture is asking 8,000,- 
000 acres of cotton compared with 
an estimated 6,400,000 acres planted 
last year, but it is doubtful that the 
goal will be met. 
Faced with this production and la­ 
bor situation program, with four 
years of experience in shooting for 
maximum utilization of available 
labor, has set in motion the 1947 
program which is designed to have 


labor on hand when it is needed, to 
eliminate lost motion spent in use­ 
less travel to jobless areas, and to 
encourage workers to remain on a 
job until it is finished, thus help­ 
ing both grower and worker. 
Among steps being taken: 
If all goes well with the valley 
crop, every available worker will be 
needed for picking cotton there, so 
migrants living in the valley are 
being urged to remain for the pick­ 
ing season which will get underway 
in late June, and, in addition, when 
additional labor is needed in the val­ 
ley, as in other areas, m igrants will 
be routed there from other sections. 
As the crop m atures in the Gulf 
Coast section in early August, work­ 
ers will be directed to th a t section 
as needed, and from there they will 
fan out to cover the state particu­ 
larly West Texas, which uses large 
numbers of mibratorv workers. 
County agents report labor .needs 
to the state office at College S ta­ 
tion, and already the system of 
weekly reports to the counties, stat­ 
ing labor needs and giving the state 
farm labor picture, is enabling the 
aents and farm labor field men to 
direct the workers to jobs in both 
cotton and vegetable fields. 
Anticipated state needs will be 
taken care of first before workers 
are directed to out-of-state cotton 
areas which m ight request help.

Today farm employment Is slight­ 
ly under IO million people, or 18 per 
cent less than the 12,000,000 of 1910. 
Yet. these farmers are able to supply 
the nation with more than enough 
food, even though our population has 
increased 53 per cent from less than 
92,000,000 in 1910 to over 141,000,000 
persons. The increased productivity 
of our farmers la largely the result 
of the high degree of mechanization 
of our farms since 1910. This Ie ex* 
amplified by the fact that in 1910 
there were only 4000 tractors on 
farms In the United States, but to­ 
day there are over 2,000,000. 
The development and improve­ 
ment of farm equipment since the 
invention of the McCormick reaper 
in 1831 has closely paralleled the 
growth of our steel Industry, and 
today steel comprises a major com 
ponent in the production of farm 
equipment. In 1945, 1,120,320 tons of 
steel were used In the production of 
farm equipment and for other agri­ 
cultural purposes. 


Typical of the amount of steel re­ 
quired to make each unit of farm 
equipment is the medium-sized, all­ 
purpose farm tractor of 25 h. p. 
which takes 1543 pounds of various 
types of steel, according to data sup­ 
plied the American Iron and Steel 
Institute by a leading manufacturer. 
A total of 340 pounds of steel is used 
to make the tractor transmission 
alone, while another SOI pounds are 
needed in the manufacture of the en­ 
gine and clutch. The brakes, rims 
and wheels take 119 pounds of steel, 
and the rear axle requires almost 130 
pounds more. 
The balance of the steel enters the 
manufacture of other tractor parte. 
The steel weights given ars tbs 
weights of the rough steel purchased 
to machine and assemble the various 
tractor parts, Gray iron and mallea­ 
ble castings are also used in fabri­ 
cating certain tractor parti, but the 
rough weight of the steel required 
equals 40 per cent of the combined 
weight of all three materials.

But Richer points out, in a re­ 
port to petroleum geologists, there 
is another, entirely different un­ 
derground formation, known as 
a stratigaphic trap.

says, may be found the petroleum

W ith a record cotton crop already 
planted and up in the Rio G rande 
Valley and with growers in 
both 
>‘h and W est Texas scheduling 
o in c a s e s , pressure on the avail­ 
able labor supply will doubtless be 
as heavy as it was during the years 
of war. 


So states the Jones County agri­ 
cultural agent, who has received 
inform ation th a t from IO to 15 per 
cent more Latin Am erican work­ 
ers and a few more Negro workers 
will be -following the cotton crops 
th is year th a n in previous years. 
Valley farm ers have taken out 
perm its for planting 480,167 acres 
of cotton, com pared with 
290,000 
acres planted last year; G ulf Coast 
farm ers have planted about 20 per 
cent more; and, always depending 
on m oisture conditions, W est T ex­ 
as growers are expected to increase 
th eir acreage considerably. For the 
state as a whole, the U. S. D epart­ 
m ent of Agriculture is asking 8,000,- 
000 acres of cotton com pared with 
an estim ated 6,400,000 acres planted 
last year, but it is doubtful th a t the 
goal will be met. 
Faced w ith this production and la ­ 
bor situation program , w ith four 
years of experience in shooting for 
m axim um utilization of available 
labor, lias set in m otion the 1947 
program wliicb Is designed to have 


labor on hand when it is needed, to 
elim inate lost m otion spent in use­ 
less travel to jobless areas, and to 
encourage workers to rem ain on a 
job until it is finished, thus help­ 
ing both grower and worker. 
Among steps being taken: 
If all goes well w ith the valley 
crop, every available worker will be 
needed for picking cotton there, so 
m igrants living in the valley are 
being urged to rem ain for the pick­ 
ing season which will get underw ay 
in late June, and, in addition, when 
additional labor is needed in the val­ 
ley, as in other areas, m igrants will 
be routed there from other sections. 
As the crop m atures in the G ulf 
Coast section in early August, w ork­ 
ers will be directed to th a t section 
as needed, and from there they will 
fan out to cover the state p articu­ 
larly W est Texas, which uses large 
num bers of m ibratorv workers. 
County agents report labor .needs 
to the state office at College S ta ­ 
tion, and already the system of 
weekly reports to the counties, s ta t­ 
ing labor needs and giving the state 
farm labor picture, is enabling the 
aents and farm labor field men to 
direct the workers to jobs in both 
cotton and vegetable fields. 
Anticipated state needs will be 
taken care of first before workers 
are directed to o ut-of-state cotton 
areas which m ight request help.

Today farm employment Is slight­ 
ly under IO million people, or 18 per 
cent less than the 12,000,000 of 1910. 
Yet. these farmers are able to supply 
the nation with more than enough 
food, even though our population has 
increased 53 per cent from less than 
92,000.000 in 1910 to over 141,000,000 
persons. The increased productivity 
of our farmers is largely the result 
of the high degree of mechanization 
of our farms since 1910. This la ex­ 
emplified by the fact that in 1910 
there were only 4000 tractors on 
farms in the United States, but to­ 
day there are over 2,000,000. 
The development and improve­ 
ment of farm equipment since the 
invention of th# McCormick reaper 
Jo 1831 has closely paralleled the 
growth of our steel industry, and 
today steel comprises a major com­ 
ponent in the production of farm 
equipment. In 1945, 1,120,320 tons of 
steel were used in the production of 
farm equipment and for other agri­ 
cultural purposes.

Typical of the amount of steel re­ 
quired to maks each unit of farm 
equipment is the medium sized, all­ 
purpose farm tractor of 25 h. p. 
which takes 1543 pounds of various 
types of steel, according to data sup­ 
plied the American Iron and Steel 
Institute by a leading manufacturer. 
A total of 340 pounds of steel is used 
to make the tractor transmission 
alone, while another 301 pounds are 
needed in the manufacture of the en­ 
gine and clutch. The brakes, rims 
and wheels take 119 pounds of steel, 
and the rear axle requires almost 130 
pounds more. 
The balance of the steel enters the 
manufacture of other tractor parte. 
The steel weights given are the 
weights of the rough steel purchased 
to machine and assemble the various 
tractor parts, Gray Iron and mallea­ 
ble castings are also used in fabri­ 
cating certain tractor parts, but the 
rough weight of the steel required 
equate 40 per cent of the combined 
weight of all three materials.

A eood old fashioned spring house 
cleaning in every city and com m un­ 
ity in the Ham lin area and Texas 
would do a great deal toward fu r­ 
thering good health in this state, 
according to Dr. George W. Cox, 
state health officer, who said In Aus­ 
tin W ednesday, “From a p racti­ 
cal standpoint the old adaae th a t 
‘Cleanliness Is next to Godliness’ is 
still worth em phasizing ’’ 
A general clean-up program of 
state-w ide pornortions with the ob­ 
jective of bettering health condi­ 
tions for our citizenship should in­ 
clude the surface cleaning of streets 
and alleys, proper drainage or fill­ 
ing of low areas, cleaning all park* 
and playgrounds and the clearing of 
weens and rubbish off of vacant 
lots. 
“The destruction 
of 
mosquito 
breeding places and ra t harborage 
the proper dispjosal of garbage ana 
trash and the general cleaning u; 
of all premises will be,’’ said Dr 
Cox, “of Inestimable value in help­ 
ing to keep down sum m er heal;! 
hazards such as dysentery, typhoid 
and poliomyelitis. Good comm unit} 
housekeeping and orinary sanitary 
measures require the prompt re­ 
moval of all waste matter in and 
around yards and homes In o r­ 
der to abate the danger of such dis­ 
ease, and insure good health pro­ 
tection throughout the State.” 
Dr. Cox stressed the 
fact 
that 
many dangerous diseases are filth- 
borne, and the only possible way to 
control them Is to eliminate the In­ 
sanitary conditions responsible for 
their spread.

In Texas, Says Expert 


Frank Reiber, expert in seismo­ 
logy and electronics, in a forecast 
last week on future oil deposits in 
ii possibly will be discovered rn 
rexjis and t!he United States says 
urger amounts than the sum total 
of all the past petroleum struc- 
tuers of the United States.

More than once in the last dee- 
de the end of American oil re­ 
sources has been set within 15 to 
20 years. The end that most petrol­ 
eum men now see is in the so-call­ 
ed ‘'structures,” the dome-shaped 
underground formations in which 
most of the present day oil fields 
lie. 


Measured in terms of those 
structures, America’s oil resources 
ought soon to reach 
their 
limit. 
Most of those structures are known 
and there are not enough, appar­ 
ently, to continue the flow of pet­ 
roleum riches that make America 
the greatest oil producer in the 
world. 


But Rieber points out, in a re­ 
port to petroleum geologists, there 
is another, entirely different un­ 
derground 
formation, 
known as 
a stratigaphic trap. 
And there, he 
says, may be found the petroleum 
resources that will be greater than 


anything the nation has known in 
the past. 
The explanation lies in the fact 
that when it can, oil flows upward 
in podous rocks. 
It follows high 
ways deep underground, Whose sub­ 
stance is the kind of rock known as 
oil sands. The petroleum flows up- 
waid until it c< mes to the point of 
I where the 
porous 
underground 
again. 
The oil stays at the top of 
the rise. 
This double slope is the 
; oil structure, the dome that geolo­ 
gists hunt for as good petroleum 
prospering grounds. 


, Rieber says, oil also flows 
upward in any porous 
highway, 
but it flows upward until the rise 
even if it does not end in a dome 
is pinched off, or blocked. 
This 
formation is the statigraphie trap.
